The law provides 
that In the allotment the several subscrip- 
tions of individuals shall be first accepted, 
and the subscriptions of the lowest 
amounts shall be first alloted. The sub-

‘I expect to see St. uis make a fine 
showing,’ said Assistant United States 
Treasurer Smail. ‘‘The rush here is aimost 
unprecedented. I have made out bond ap- 
plications yesterday afternoon and this 
morning about as fast as 1 could write 
them. I coujid not state positively what 
the receipts are, thus far. Approximately 
I might place the sum at $1,000,000.

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Tune 16.—The first use in naval warfare 


hurled through the air by pneumatic power was made by the United States dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius, at the entrance of Santiago harbor, on Monday night. 

The Vesuvius dropped three shells, each containing 200 pounds of gun cotton, 
on the western headland at the entrance to Santiago. Only a terrific convulsion of 
nature had ever before produced such an effect. 

There was no noise, no smoke, no flash when the Vesuvius discharged her guns, 

Each mightily destructive missile started on its flight in silence and 


arose, speeded, fell. 


But, as it struck, the land shook. The report of the explosion was deafening 


and tons of rock were hurled in air. 


But the point was, in the scientific eye of Capt. Pillsbury of the Vesuvius, of 
Admiral Sampson and of all of his officers, that, as each shell exploded on impact, it 
proved the excellence of the detonation that exploded it. They know now that a gun- 
cotton shell from the Vesuvius will pulverize any fortification it hits. 

Capt. Pillsbury had been begging the Admiral for leave to try the Vesuvius’ 
three guns. On Monday night the Admiral consented. It was intensely dark, and, 
under cover of the night, the Vesuvius stole within three-quarters of a mile of the 
headland, and, without a sound, emitted the first projectile. 

It struck. There must have been a panic in Santiago. Not a shot from a gun on 
all the fortification answered. Another shot, another thunderous report and silence 


still. 


Nor was there a response from the Spaniards until Capt. Pillsbury had convinced 
himself that at his command is the most enormously destructive force in the world 
and had retired two miles from the headland. Then the Spaniards fired a few in- 
effective shots, probably to prove they still lived.

COLORED MASONS RECOGNIZED 


Washington Grand Lodge Takes Ac- 
tion That Causes Much Discussion. 


SEATTLE, Wash., June 16.—The Masons 
of this State have taken a step which will 
arouse members of the craft everywhere in 
the United States. The grand lodge, juris- 


diction of Washington, has passed a resolu- 
tion recognizing the colored Masons as 
members of the craft. The resolution confers 


j power upon the negroes in Masonry to in- 


stitute lodges among men of their own race. 
The step is merely a preliminary, as prom!i- 
nent Masons believe in granting the colored 
members full recognition. 

The race question has been before the 
Masons of this country for nearly 100 years. 
The colored lodges of Masons have always 
been regarded as clandestine organizations 
and without the pale of true Masonry, In- 
numerable attempts have been made to ob- 
tain from the white Masons recognition of 
the colored organization. These have here- 
tofore tn every instance failed. 

The grand lodge of Washington Is the first 
to recognize colored men as Masons, and the 
act, it is believed, will be followed by u 
similar policy im other States. 

The first lodge of colored Masons was 
founded in 1774 by Prince Hall, an intelli- 
gent negro, in Boston. He obtained his 
charter from the Grand Lodge of England. 
From Prince Hall Lodge of Boston sprang 
all the colored lodges in the United States. 
Masonry was founded among the whites in 
America upon the granting of a charter 
from England, so that the escutcheons of 
both date back to the same source.
